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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed method including introducing a 
conductive shunt material on the barrier material through a chemically-induced 
oxidation-reduction reaction; forming an interconnect structure in the opening over the 
conductive shunt material; and forming a conductive shunt structure over an exposed 
portion of the interconnect structure through a chemically-induced oxidation-reduction 
reaction, or introducing a conductive shunt material in an opening through a dielectric to 
a contact point, wherein the opening defines a via having a cross-sectional area and a 
volume, and a trench to the via having a cross-sectional area greater than the cross- 
sectional area of the via; introducing an interconnect structure material on the 
conductive shunt material; introducing a conductive shunt material precursor having an 
oxidation number on an exposed surface of the interconnect structure; and reducing the 
oxidation number of the shunt material precursor; or introducing a conductive shunt 
material precursor in the via in an amount to substantially fill a volume of the via through 
a chemically-induced oxidation-reduction reaction; and forming an interconnect 
structure in the trench.
